Communist Subversion In State 
Industrial Plants "Is Serious 
Threat" To Security Of Nation 


WASHINGTON UU — Communist 
lubversion in western Pennsylva­ 
nia industrial plants is “a serious 
potential danger to the security of 
.This nation,” according to findings 
of a Senate subcommittee 


‘T h e potentialities for espionage 
are infinite; for sabotage, they are 
horrifying,” declared Sen. Jenner 
(R-Ind), chairm an of the Internal 
Security Subcommittee. 


A subcommittee task force head­ 
ed by Sen. Buter <RMd>, which 
investigated “ subversive influence 
in the United Electrical, Radio, 
and Machine Workers of America” 
in the Pittsburgh and Erie areas 
last November, said: 
“ The testimony establishes that 
there exists in the area of Pitts­ 
burgh. 
Pa., 
a 
serious potential 
danger 
to 
the security 
of 
this 
nation. 
‘•Critical Situation” 
“ It is unthinkable that a large 
segment of the heavv industrial 
area of Pittsburgh should be manned 
by 
a 
Communist-controlled 
or­ 
ganization masquerading as a la­ 
bor union. All the forces of the 
government of the United States 
must be brought to beai-promptly 
to meet this critical situation.” 
Other task force members Join­ 
ing in the statem ent were Sens. 
Welker <R— Idaho) and MeCarran 
(D—Nev). The hearings were held 
in Pittsburgh Nov. 9, IO, and 12. 
They are to be used to help the 
subcommittee prepare legislation 
to strengthen the anti-subversion 
section of the 
Internal Security 
Act. 
“ One witness,” Jenner said in 
commenting on the findings,” told 
how the Communists blew up a 
man at the Westinghouse plant at 
Turtle Creek V alley with a bomb 
in his lunch box that was detonat­ 
ed by magnetic waves in the gen­ 
erator plant where he worked. 


“Another told how Communist 
agents photographed every impor­ 
tant aspect of industry in the city 
of Pittsburgh—its plants, its water­ 
front, its airport, power plant and 
even a section of the principal 
access highway.” 


The report said the independent 
union, known as the UE, had been 
expelled from the CIO because of 
Communist domination and “has 
been repeatedly exposed bv various 
committees 
of 
the 
Congress as 
Communist-controlled,” yet it stm 
has an estimated 20,000 members 
in western Pennsylvania. 


These UE m embers, it said, “ are 
employed in vital industrial estab­ 
lishments, including establishments 
producing defease m aterials.”

active in U E's District 6 In west­ 
ern Pennsylvania had been identi­ 
fied by witnesses as Communists 
and 
that four

President Eisenhow­ 
er has shown no eagerness to rush 
Into a decisive, party - splitting 
struggle with the Wisconsin Re­ 
publican. 
Even his statement yesterday on 
the way he wants McCarthy to 
treat generals—billed in advance 
by his aides as something to watch 
lor—was far milder than McCar­ 
thy's fast reply on what he'd do 
with generals when he sees fit.

Ash Wednesday may be remem­ 
bered an the day when Eisenhower 
and McCarthy issued a kind of 
manifesto to each other. But it 
was merely a day of talk. What 
they do in the future remains to 
be seen.

YANKEE SHIP IN 
MYSTERY LOSS 
OF TURK ROAT 


ISTANBUL, Turkey ,P—'Turkish 
authorities held the 7.210-ton Amer­ 
ican freighter Volunteer State in 
oort today In connection with the 
mystery sinking Tuesday of 
a 
.mall Turkish coastal vessel in 
which four men were lost. 
The ship's Istanbul agents, Gil­ 
christ and Walker, said the Turks 
had issued their “stop sail” order 
on “circumstantial evidence" ilia: 
the ship was in the Sea of Mar­ 
mora, where the 100-ton coaster 
Yay la sank early Tuesday after a 


collision. 
The ship Is operated by the 
States Marine Corp. of Delaware 
and sails out of New York. 
She had jus; unloaded an Amer­ 
ican military aid cargo at nearby 
Derince, on the Gulf of Izmit, and 
was about to sail when Turkish 
police boarded her just before mid­ 
night last night. They carried or­ 
ders from the Turkish public pros­ 
ecutor to hold the ship pending in­ 
vestigation. 
An inspection of the ship’s bow 
for a possible collision mark was 
pl aimed. 
The sinking of the Yayla was 
discovered when the U. S. destroy­ 
er F. T. Berry early yesterday 
picked up a lone survivor who had 
floated on a piece of wreckage for 
24 hours.
